Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  to  you  my  34  th  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  the  three  districts  of  the  Combine,  together  with  an  account 
of  the  activities  of  each  Health  Department  for  the  year  1971° 

The  report  has  been  prepared  in  accordance  with  Department  of 
Health  and  Social  Security  Circular  No0  1/72° 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  arrangement  whereby  my 
services  are  made  available  to  the  Crawley  U®D®C°  on  a  "temporary" 
basis o  Several,  months  ago  the  Council  made  application  to  the 
Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security  for  sanction  to  the 
extension  of  the  period  of  my  service  to  March  1973  and  this 
was  granted o 

Details  of  Vital  Statistics  for  the  individual  districts 
are  shown  in  the  early  pages  of  each  section o  In  the  Horsham 
Urban  District  the  estimated  raid-year  population  dropped  from 
27 9 030  to  26,710;  the  live  birth  rate  was  13° 9,  with  a  local 
adjusted  rate  of  l6®7  as  compared  with  l4®4  in  the  previous  year® 
The  crude  death  rate  was  11  <>5$  the  local  adjusted  rate  was  9°9° 
Births  exceeded  deaths  by  119°  In  the  Horsham  Rural  District 
the  estimated  mid-year  population  rose  from  299600  to  31?480; 
the  live  birth  rate  was  l4o3«  with  a  local  adjusted  rate  of 
13°1°  The  crude  death  rate  was  again  10 06,  ‘with  a  local  ad- 
justed  rate  of  9°20  Births  exceeded  deaths  by  124®  In  both 
these  areas  the  illegitimate  birth  rate,  as  a  percentage  of  all 
live  births,  remained  at  4,  compared  with  the  national  figure 
of  over  80  In  the  Petworth  Rural  District  the  estimated  mid¬ 
year  population  was  given  as  11,360,  a  rise  of  210;  the  live 
birth  rate  rose  to  12*2,  with  a  local  adjusted  rate  of  1409° 

The  crude  death  rate  was  X3°4,  while  the  local  adjusted  rate 
was  9°3°  Deaths  exceeded  births  by  13°  The  illegitimate  birth 
rate,  as  a  percentage  of  all  live  births,  was  6,  still  below 
the  national  average® 

A  detailed  table  cf  causes  of  death  is  shown  for  each 
district ;  it  will  be  seen  that  these  are  again  listed  in  the 
new  form  in  compliance  with  the  International  Classification 
of  Diseases  1963s  which  calls  for  a  greater  breakdown  of  cate¬ 
gories®  The  complete  classification  is  now  made  under  63  head¬ 
ings,  but  the  tables  for  the  Hoi  sham  Urban,  Horsham  Rural  and 
Petworth  Rural  Districts  show  respectively  36,  34  and  33,  the 
reason  being  that  those  headings  with  no  deaths  allocated  are 
omitted®  Motor  vehicle  accidents  accounted  for  14  deaths 
among  residents  of  the  combined  districts,  a  figure  twice 
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that  of  the  previous  yearo  Ten  of  these  were  male®  Seven  deaths 
resulted  from  other  accidental  causes  -  5  being  male  and  2  female, 
as  compared  with  6  during  the  previous  year* 

Malignant  disease  again  continued  its  steady  and  inexorable 
rise  in  incidence .  with  168  deaths o  Of  these ,  42  were  due  to 
cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus <>  In  each  year,  taking  the  coun¬ 
try  as  a  whole,  the  proportion  of  deaths  among  women  from  this 
cause  rises;  30  of  the  local  deaths  were  in  males  and  12  in  females. 

Notifiable  Diseases 

Details  of  notifications  are  shown  separately  for  each  of  the 
three  districts  and  tables  will  be  found  in  the  relevant  sections <> 

During  the  year  the  incidence  of  infectious  diseases  remained 
at  a  low  level o  1  commented  in  my  last  report  on  the  drop  in 
measles  notifications  since  vaccination  against  this  disease  had 
started c  Normally  1971  would  have  been  a  year  of  high  incidence; 
in  fact  there  was  a  rise  in  all  three  districts  but  the  total  num¬ 
ber  of  notifications  received  was  in  respect  of  142  cases  only, 
whereas  in  the  early  sixties  over  1,000  cases  would  have  been 
anticipated.. 

Food  Poisoning 

In  the  last  Annual  Report  an  account  was  given  of  an  outbreak 
of  Food  Poisoning  in  a  girls'  school  due  to  Clostridium  welchii» 

I  am  sorry  to  say  that  a  similar  outbreak  occurred  in  a  residential 
co-educational  school  during  197i° 

Early  on  the  morning  of  Wednesday,  20th  January,  I  was  told 
by  the  doctor  concerned  that  he  had  just  heard  from  the  Matron  of 
a  residential  school  that  a  high  proportion  of  the  children  had 
suffered  from  intestinal  symptoms  during  the  night;  we  were  asked 
to  investigate o 

Starting  around  11  pQmo  on  the  Wednesday,  children  had  complain¬ 
ed  of  severe  abdominal  pain  followed  by  diarrhoea;  some  succumbed 
with  similar  symptoms  during  the  next  four  hours,  but  most  had  re¬ 
covered  before  midday  on  the  Thursday*  Enquiries  showed  that  the 
previous  evening  meal  consisted  of  "beany  pie",  a  traditional  dish 
at  this  establishment,  prepared  from  fresh  meat  which,  after  cooking 
and  storage,  had  added  to  it  baked  beans  with  onion  and  the  later 
covering  with  mashed  potatoesc  Close  questioning  of  the  staff 
confirmed  the  suspicion  that  the  cook  was  completely  ignorant  of 
the  importance  of  temperature  control  and  it  seemed  almost  certain 
that  we  were  dealing  with  an  outbreak  of  food  poisoning  due  to 
Clostridium  welchii*  This  was  confirmed  by  the  laboratory,  who 
isolated  the  Clostridium  from  11  of  12  faecal  specimens,  while 
"exceptionally  heavy  growths"  of  the  organisms  were  found  from  a 
sample  of  the  beany  pie0 

Since  the  incident,  advice  and  instructions  have  been  given 
to  the  kitchen  staff,  wljtich  should  prevent  a  recurrence „  Outbreaks 
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of  this  kind,  although  much  less  common  than  they  were  in  the 
early  war  years  when  communal  feeding  first  became  popular,  usually 
occur  in  association  with  restaurants  and  canteens.,  Preventive 
measures  are  really  simple,  when  the  staff  understand  ^he  reasons 
for  them,  and  consist  of  serving  of  meat  dishes  hot,  as  soon  as 
they  are  cooked,  whenever  this  is  possible.  Alternatively  they 
should  be  cooled  rapidly  and  refrigerated  until  the  time  comes  for 
serving;  repeating,  if  necessary,  should  be  rapid 0  while  minced 
dishes  are  the  commonest  source,  the  same  hazards  are  met  with  in 
large  cuts  of  meat,  as  the  temperature  in  the  centre  of  the  joint 
is  not  always  reached • 


A  fairly  extensive  outbreak  due  to  an  infection  with  a 
salmonella  occurred  during  the  summer. 

On  the  13th  August,  Salmonella  st.  paul  was  isolated  from  a 
faecal  specimen  taken  from  a  patient  in  St.  Luke’s  Hospital  and 
examined  at  the  Guildford  Public  Health  Laboratory.  Later  the 
same  organism  was  isolated  at  the  Brighton  and  Portsmouth  Labora¬ 
tories  from  specimens  submitted  from  contacts  in  the  Petworth  R.Do 
and  all  these  infections  would  appear  to  have  originated  from  a 
buffet  party  held  in  a  village  on  August  7th »  The  patient  from 
whom  the  original  specimen  was  taken  had  first  shown  signs  of  ill¬ 
ness  approximately  30  hours  after  the  meal  and  was  admitted  to 
hospital  with  symptoms  which  at  first  appeared  typical  of  append¬ 
icitis  o  Further  investigation  contra-indicated  operation  but  the 
patient  was  quite  ill  with  high  fever  for  several  days. 

A  notable  feature  of  this  outbreak  was  that  47  guests  were 
present,  the  majority  of  whom  lived  in  Surrey;  most  of  the  guests 
were  employed  at  an  Institute  in  mid  Surrey  and  were  accompanied 
to  the  party  by  their  consorts,  while  only  four  families,  including 
that  of  the  host  and  hostess,  lived  in  the  Petworth  R.Do  Enquiries 
made  by  the  Public  Health  Department  of  the  Hambledon  Rural  District 
at  the  Institute,  showed  that  the  attack  rate  was  over  30%.  Presum¬ 
ably  because  the  patients  lived  over  a  fairly  wide  area,  hence  being 
attended  by  various  general  practitioners,  surprisingly  few  cases 
were  adequately  investigated  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  a  number 
suffered  severe  attacks.  It  will  be  seen  above  that  six  days 
elapsed  between  the  incident  and  the  first  intimation  being  passed 
late  on  Friday  the  13th  to  the  Public  Health  Department  at  Hamble¬ 
don,  who  did  their  best  to  carry  out  investigations  in  spite  of 
the  complications  of  the  weekend.  An  Inspector  from  Hambledon 
took  the  rather  unusual  step  of  visiting  the  Petworth  area,  when 
he  was  able  to  get  full  information  from  the  hostess  regarding  the 
very  extensive  menu  provided .  His  visit  was  certainly  of  assist¬ 
ance,  as  by  the  time  it  was  possible  for  the  Petworth  Public  Health 
Inspector  to  call  at  the  house  the  family  had  already  left  for  Devon, 
whence  they  were  removing  as  a  result  of  the  father  taking  up  a  new 
appointment.  I  therefore  wrote  to  the  M.O.H.  of  the  Liskeard  Rural 
District,  who  was  extremely  helpful  and  he  was  later  able  to  report 
that  both  parents  and  all  three  children  were  carrying  Salmonella 
saint  paul.  There  was  a  history  of  illness  in  the  mother  and  one 
child  shortly  after  the  party,  but  they  did  not  seek  medical  advice 
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and  it  was  about  the  time  of  their  removal  that  the  host  and  the 
remaining  children  were  taken  ill,  presumably  as  a  result  of  contact 
infection,,  Positive  specimens  were  also  obtained  from  two  residents 
living  in  the  village  who  had  been  guests 0  From  a  number  of  specimens 
collected  from  ^he  host's  refrigerator  on  August  15th,  the  same  organ¬ 
ism  was  grown  from  cold  ham  and  from  Stilton  cheese 0 

Hhen  we  were  first  told  of  the  incident  cn  the  afternoon  of  the 
l6th  August,  it  was  suggested  by  the  Inspector  in  Hambledon  that  the 
meat  had  been  infected  at  a.  local  butchers , because  both,  ham  and  ton¬ 
gues  had  been  taken  there  for  slicing  on  the  Saturday o  In  fact  this 
was  carried  out  within  a  few  hours  of  the  meal  being  served  and  the 
meat  had  immediately  been  returned  to  the  refrigerator 0  Enquiries 
from  the  local  doctors  showed  that  no  other  cases  of  suspicious 
gastro- enteritis  had  occurred  in  the  area  and  there  is  little  doubt 
that  the  infection  was  ontroduced  to  the  kitchen  via  a  turkeyc 
Specimens  from  the  staff  of  the  Stores,  together  with  environmen¬ 
tal  specimens  from  the  premises, were  taken  by  the  Public  Health 
Inspector  and  submitted  to  the  Brighton  Laboratory^  All  proved 
negative » 

The  meal  included  turkey,  two  tongues,,  cold  ham  and  many  other 
items,  but  the  turkey  was  cut  up  and  de  -boned  by  the  husband  prior 
to  cooking.  Salmonella  saint  paul  is  an  organism  which  is  more 
frequently  met  with  in  poultry  and  the  handling  which  the  meat  re¬ 
ceived  during  preparation  must  have  led  to  widespread  infection  of 
surfaces  and  utensils  5  probably  it  was  in  this  manner  that  the  in¬ 
fection  was  spread  tc  the  ham.  It  is  very  unusual  to  find  such  an 
organism  on  cheese  but  it  was  eviden  that  the  Stilton  had  been  taken 
in  and  out  of  the  refrigerator  on  many  occasions  during  the  week  be¬ 
fore  the  specimen  was  collected;  when  cross-infection  probably  occuned* 

This  is  yet  another  incident  which  emphasises  the  lesson  that 
raw  flesh,,  particularly  of  poultry,  can  be  a  dangerous  commodity 
capable  of  contaminating  implements,  utensils,  working  surfaces, 
hands  and  other  articles  of  foodo  It  will  be  remembered  that  I 
reported  a  not  dissimilar  outbreak  which  had  occurred  in  1970  in 
premises  selling  food  in  the  Horsham  areao 


During  the  last  few  years,  over  half  the  cases  of  suspected 
food  poisoning  reported  to  us  have  been  found  on  investigation  to 
be  due  to  a  viral  infection,,  The  following  is  a  typical  incident  :- 

On  the  27th  September  we  were  informed  that  a  number  of  boys 
at  a  large  residential  school  in  the  area  had  suffered  from  vomiting 
and  diarrhoea  and  it  was  suggested  that  this  might  be  due  to  food 
poisoningo  On  investigation  it-  was  found  that  twenty-four  boys, 
forming  a  choral  party,  had  attended  a  wedding  on  Saturday,  25th 
September,  at  Wey bridge o  They  had  previously  been  given  lunch 

shortly  after  noon  at  a  local  hotel,  but  after  the  service  they 
did  not  attend  the  reception  and  were  given  gateaux  to  take  home 
in  the  coach „  At  the  time  of  our  enquiries,  nine  boys,  all  being 

members  of  this  par^-y  had  had  suspicious  symptoms*  In  all  cases 

/ 
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the  illness  had  started  with  vomiting,  the  average  interval  between 
the  suspected  meal  and  the  onset  of  symptoms  being  thirty  hours. 

This  in  itself  is  an  unusual  incubation  period  for  any  of  the  well- 
recognised  types  of  food  poisoningo  There  seemed  a  strong  probabi¬ 
lity  that  this  was  yet  another  incident  due  to  what  is  frequently 
known  as  "Winter  Vomiting".  As  a  precaution,  specimens  were  sub¬ 
mitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  but  all  proved  negative  for 
any  pathogenic  organisms.  All  boys  made  a  quick  recovery. 

It  is  clear  that  all  those  showing  symptoms  must  have  been 
infected  at  the  same  time.  Whether  or  not  food  played  any  part 
in  this  remains  undecided,  but  over  the  last  five  years  we  have 
had  five  similar  incidents  in  the  area  which  suggest  that  virus 
may  occasionally  be  conveyed  by  food. 


A  number  of  isolated  salmonella  infections  came  to  light  during 
the  year,  although  not  all  were  notified  as  food  poisoning.  The 
types  involved  were  S.  typhi-murium,  S.  agona,  S,  enteritidis,  S. 
reading,  S.  bredeney,  S.  virchow  and  S.  indiana. 

Mobile  Chest  X-ray  Service 

The  weekly  visits  by  Units  from  Worcester  Park  continue  to 
operate  satisfactorily.  Patients  who  have  been  referred  by  their 
own  doctor  attend  at  the  Car  Park  adjacent  to  the  Capitol  Theatre 
on  Thursday  afternoons  between  2.30  and  4  p.m.  In  addition,  members 
of  the  general  public  who  wish  for  a  chest  film  are  welcome. 


Detailed  figures  regarding  the  number  of  patients  examined  and 
an  analysis  of  the  findings  have  not  yet  been  received  for  1971 o 


Care  of 


No  more  distressing  task  falls  to  the  lot  of  a  District  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  than  having  to  move  an  old  person  from  home  against 
his  or  her  wishes.  It  was  not  necessary  to  take  such  action  during 
the  years  1964-70  inclusive,  but  during  1971  two  very  difficult  cases 
had  to  be  dealt  with,  the  first  in  a  village  in  the  Horsham  Rural 
District  and  the  second  in  the  Urban  area. 


For  some  years  we  had  known  of  an  old  lady  of  86  who  was  living 
in  insanitary  conditions  in  an  old  dilapidated  semi-detached  cottage 
and  during  this  time  she  had  been  under  the  constant  supervision  of 
the  District  Welfare  Officers.  Repeated  offers  of  admission  to  a 
county  home  had  been  made  but  the  old  lady  was  quite  adamant  in 
refusing  to  leave  her  present  dwelling.  She  had  not  been  seen  by 
any  doctor  for  many  years  and  although  the  District  Nurse  was  calling 
in  regularly  to  dress  an  ulcerated  leg,  her  efforts  to  persuade  the 
patient  to  accept  medical  attention  had  proved  fruitless,  while,  for 
several  weeks,  dressing  of  the  leg  was  not  permitted. 

I  visited  the  house  early  in  March  with  a  Welfare  Officer;  the 
door  was  reached  through  a  heavily  overgrown  garden  and  the  premises 
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were  neglected  and  dirty.  Following  my  visit  I  sent,  full  informa¬ 
tion  of  the  findings  to  the  doctor  with  whom  she  was  registered  and 
he  made  several  efforts  to  see  her  without  success,  as  on  each  occa¬ 
sion  she  had  travelled  to  Horsham  to  do  shopping.  A  few  days  later 
a  telephone  call  came  from  a  neighbour  to  say  that  the  old  woman  had 
been  found  lying  on  the  grass  verge  with  slight  cuts  apparently  as  a 
result  of  a  fall  and  she  was  taken  into  a  neighbour's  bungalow  and 
the  doctor  called.  This  gave  an  opportunity  to  obtain  the  necessary 
supporting  certificate  from  the  doctor  and  application  was  promptly 
made  for  an  Order  under  Section  4?  for  her  removal  to  one  of  the  old 
people's  homes.  Unfortunately  such  an  Order  is  only  operative  for 
three  weeks  and  within  a  couple  of  months  she  had  returned  to  her 
previous  dwelling.  For  some  time  support  from  all  possible  sources 
was  given  but  during  the  late  spring  she  was  admitted  to  a  geriatric 
ward  of  a  hospital  where  she  remains. 

The  second  case  was  that  of  an  elderly  spinster  aged  86.  For 
some  years  the  conditions  under  which  she  had  been  living  had  been 
very  unsatisfactory  and  repeated  visits  were  made  by  the  District 
Public  Health  Inspector  and  also  by  the  staff  of  the  then  County 
Welfare  Department,  now  the  Department  of  Social  Services.  I  had 
first  visited  the  house  with  the  doctor  in  September  1970.  but  al¬ 
though  we  found  the  conditions  highly  unsatisfactory,  the  doctor 
was  rather  unwilling  to  be  involved  in  compulsory  removal,  partly 
as  there  seemed  some  possibility  of  further  help  being  given  from 
Church  members  who  had  previously  given  assistance.  Shortly  after¬ 
wards  arrangements  were  made  for  a  visit  by  a  special  unit  of  the 
County  Welfare  Department  from  Chichester,  who  effected  a  very  re¬ 
markable  improvement  in  the  conditions  of  the  house.  Hvery  promise 
was  given  by  the  old  lady  that  she  would  maintain  the  standard;  how¬ 
ever  things  rapidly  reverted  to  their  original  stare  and  complaints 
came  regularly  from  her  unfortunate  neighbours.  By  July  1971,  her 
general  condition  had  deteriorated  and  the  doctor  agreed  to  give 
the  necessary  supporting  certificate.  The  application  was  granted 
and  the  old  lady  was  moved  by  ambulance  to  an  old  persons  home  where 
she  has  settled  down  quite  happily. 

International  Certificates  of  Vaccination 

During  the  year  a  total  of  2,16.5  International  Certificates 
of  Vaccination  were  stamped  in  the  Health  Department. 


I  would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspectors  and  their  staffs  for  their  co-operation  during  the  year 
and  for  their  help  in  the  compilation  of  this  report.

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SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 


During  its  history  which  goes  back  a  thousand  years,  the 
town  of  Horsham  has  slowly  evolved  from  a  Saxon  settlement, 
through  an  era  as  the  principal  market  town  of  north  west 
Sussex  to  the  present  compact  residential  area  with  increasing 
light  industrial  and  office  development.  It  still  retains, 
however,  its  close  association  with  the  surrounding  rural  area. 

The  character  change  has  probably  been  most  marked  over 
the  past  five  years,  as  the  redevelopment  of  the  town  centre 
passes  from  the  planning  to  the  action  stage.  As  demolition 
takes  place,  sewers  are  laid  and  multi-storey  car  parks  rise, 
redevelopment  really  makes  an  impact  on  the  life  of  the  town. 

The  total  number  of  houses  and  flats  erected  during  the 
year  at  29  by  private  developers  and  30  by  the  Council  was  12 
more  than  in  1970.

SMALLPOX  VACCINATION 


In  July  1971 9  the  Secretary  of  State  accepted  the  advice  of 
the  Joint  Committee  on  Vaccination  and  Immunisation  that  smallpox 
vaccination  need  no  longer  be  given  to  children  as  a  routine ,  be¬ 
cause  the  risk  of  serious  complications  from  vaccinations  now  out¬ 
weighed  the  risk  of  the  British  public  being  exposed  to  smallpox. 
Smallpox  vaccination  was  therefore  immediately  deleted  from  the 
county’s  current  immunisation  schedule  and  no  statistics  for 
smallpox  vaccinations  and  re-vaccinations  are  included  for  1971 °

REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 


The  amount  of  departmental  time  spent  on  private  sector  housing 
continued  to  increase  although  the  steady  rise  in  building  costs  dur¬ 
ing  the  year  will  undoubtedly  restrict  the  benefits  of  improvement 
grants  unless  the  £1,000  grant  limit  is  raisedo  The  effect  of  the 
Housing  Act,  1969  can  be  seen  by  comparing  the  23  grants  given  in 
1968  with  62  grants  made  in  1971 o  Of  particular  interest  was  that 
for  the  first  time  more  discretionary  grants  were  given  to  tenanted 
houses  (33)  than  to  owner  occupied  houses  (29)° 

During  the  year  the  Public  Health  Committee  considered  publicity 
arrangements  for  grants  and  decided  that  a  full  survey  of  the  estima¬ 
ted  1,600  pre  1914  houses  should  be  carried  out°  This  would  enable 
direct  contact  to  be  established  with  the  occupiers  and  provide  an 
accurate  assessment  of  the  number  of  houses  requiring  improvement  and 
the  physical  condition  of  the  older  housing  stocko  It  was  also  de¬ 
cided  to  carry  out  improvements  at  17,  Kempshott  Road  and  open  the 
house  to  the  public  for  a  period  of  four  weeks  as  a  show  house  to 
demonstrate  the  type  of  improvements  possible  with  grant  aid« 

The  survey  of  the  261  dwellings  in  the  proposed  Trafalgar  Road 
general  improvement  area  was  completed  in  February  and  a  public  dis¬ 
play  of  plans,  showing  the  proposed  environmental  improvements  and 
alterations  to  traffic  circulation,  was  held  in  September »  About 
130  people  visited  the  display  and  comment  chiefly  concentrated  on 
traffic  circulation,  road  closure  and  provision  of  garage  accommoda¬ 
tion,,  As  a  result  of  comments  received  the  Council  decided  that  the 
proposed  traffic  circulation  should  be  instituted  for  a  trial  period 
of  a  month  to  gauge  public  reaction  before  formally  declaring  a  gen¬ 
eral  improvement  area° 

Complaints  received  from  the  public  on  all  matters  totalled  933, 
22  higher  than  1970°  The  year  was  again  notable  for  the  number  of 
wasp  complaints  and  264  nests  were  destroyed,.  Fleas  in  domestic 
premises  accounted  for  eleven  complaints,  three  of  which  were  in 
newly  occupied  houses,  In  these  three  cases  investigation  showed 
the  infestation  to  have  occurred  before  occupation  and  the  source  of 
the  infestation  was  undoubtedly  stray  animals  entering  the  houses ° 

Of  the  remaining  eight  houses  the  occupiers  of  seven  of  them  had 
domestic  pets<>  Some  infestations  were  undetected  until  the  occupiers 
went  on  holiday  when  persons  entering  the  house  or  the  occupiers  on 
their  return  complained  of  being  bitten,.  One  possible  explanation 
for  this  is  that  the  fleas  in  the  house  being  deprived  for  a  time  of 
tneir  normal  host  were  prepared  to  transfer  their  affections  to  humans 
when  hungry.  The  increase  in  flea  population  is  probably  attribut¬ 
able  to  improved  heating  standards  in  modern  housing  which  provides 
ideal  conditions  for  development  and  multiplication. 

Inspections  of  food  premises  indicate  that  the  general  standard 
of  food  hygiene  in  the  Urban  District  is  satisfactory °  In  a  great 
many  premises  the  standard  maintained  is  higher  than  that  required 
by  the  Regulations,  In  a  very  few  cases  (about  1,3%)  any  lowering 
of  standards  would  not  be  acceptable. 
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The  enforcement  of  the  complex  requirements  of  the  Shops  Act, 
1950,  continues  to  raise  difficulties  in  particular  with  regard  to 
the  requirement  of  half-day  closingo  New  traders  with  commercial 
interests  in  other  towns  are  often  surprised  when  told  that  their 
Horsham  premises  are  required  to  close  not  later  than  LOO  pora»  on 
one  weekday  in  each  week.  Their  reactions  indicate  that,  at  least 
in  the  South  East,  six  day  trading  is  fairly  common  practice o  The 
Act  provides  that  a  local  authority  can  introduce  six  day  trading 
if  this  is  the  wish  of  a  majority  of  the  traders  -  the  solution 
therefore  rests  with  the  traders  themselves o 

Proposals  for  the  re-organisation  of  Local  Government  have  now 
been  published  by  the  Government »  I  express  my  appreciation  that 

despite  the  uncertainties  engendered  by  these  proposals  the  staff  of 
the  department  have  continued  to  give  me  their  unstinted  efforts  and 
loyal  support o

Thirty-two  samples  of  milk  and  twenty-four  of  cream  were  taken  for 
bacteriological  examination  of  which  three  milk  and  fourteen  cream  failed 
the  methylene  blue  testo 

Nine  samples  of  raw  milk  and  nineteen  of  raw  cream  were  submitted 
for  biological  examination,.  Satisfactory  results  were  obtained  on

The  Council  own  the  only  public  swimming  pool,  an  open-air  one

Water  for  this  pool  is  obtained  from  the  public  supply  of  the 
North  West  Sussex  water  Boardu  Continuous  filtration  is  employed 
with  a  capacity  to  filter  all  the  water  in  six  hours  and  chlorination 
is  by  the  breakpoint  system. 

Regular  weekly  bacteriological  and  monthly  chemical  samples  of 
water  from  the  pool  were  taken  during  the  season  making  a  total  of 
30  samples o  Of  these,  2?  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  exam¬ 
ination  and  3  for  chemical  and  bacteriological  examination.  Satis¬ 
factory  reports  were  received  on  29  cf  these  samples,,  The  one  sample 
reported  as  unsatisfactory  showed  a  slight  rise  in  Bo  Coli  count  and 
this  was  satisfactory  on  a  repeat  sample 0 


PART  4  -  SEWERAGE 

The  district  is  served  by  a  separate  system  of  soil  and  surface 
water  sewers  throughout  most  of  the  area,  but  a  few  of  the  older  parts 
have  a  combined  system0  The  contract  for  Stage  1  of  the  reconstruction 
of  the  town  centre  sewers,  has  now  been  completed,  the  need  for  which 
has  been  accelerated  by  the  impending  redevelopment  of  the  town  centre. 

Treatment  of  soil  sewage  is  carried  out  at  the  Council’s  Sewage 
Works,  Blackbridge  lane  and  the  effluent  subsequently  discharged  into 
the  River  Arun.  Consulting  Engineers  have  been  retained  by  the  Council 
for  the  purpose  of  designing  new  works,  the  detailed  preparation  of 
which  is  now  proceeding  following  completion  of  preliminary  investi¬ 
gations.

SMALLPOX  VACCINATION 


In  July,  1971?  the  Secretary  of  State  accepted  the  advice  of 
the  Joint  Committee  on  Vaccination  and  Immunisation  that  smallpox 
vaccination  need  no  longer  be  given  to  children  as  a  routine,  be¬ 
cause  the  risk  of  serious  complications  from  vaccinations  now  out¬ 
weighed  the  risk  of  the  British  public  being  exposed  to  smallpox <> 
Smallpox  vaccination  was  therefore  immediately  deleted  from  the 
county's  current  immunisation  schedule  and  no  statistics  for 
smallpox  vaccinations  and  re-vaccinations  are  included  for  1971. 


PUBLIC  HEALTH  CONDITIONS  rtITHIN  THE  DISTRICT 


by  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  Mr.  AoD.  Batty 


The  most  significant  features  of  1971  were  the  increases  in  pro¬ 
cessing  and  warehousing  of  foodstuffs,  including  meat  products,  at  the 
Partridge  Green  Industrial  Estate  and  also  at  Faygate.  Port  Health 
duties  are  also  carried  out  at  one  manufacturing  depot  where  container¬ 
ised  meat  traffic  is  received  and  although  some  difficulties  arise  from 
time  to  time,  particularly  with  regard  to  inadequate  notification  from 
the  Port  Health  Authority,  good  co-operation  with  the  management  ensures 
that  the  100%  inspection  rate  is  maintained 0 

The  disposal  of  waste  products  from  intensive  farming  units  is 
proving  in  many  cases  to  be  extremely  difficult  and  costly  and  it  is 
foreseen  that  only  those  firms  able  to  afford  the  expensive  plant  for 
the  treatment  and  disposal  of  these  wastes  will  be  able  to  survive. 

The  days  when  farm  wastes  were  spread  over  the  land  are  rapidly  dis¬ 
appearing  and  poultry  farmers  in  particular  are  unable  to  find  owners 
of  agricultural  land  willing  to  receive  chicken  slurry,  even  though 
transport  and  "spreading"  are  providedo 

The  completion  of  the  sewerage  schemes  at  Lyons  Corner,  Slinfold 
and  Monks  Gate  were  welcome  events,  and  here  it  must  be  remembered  that 
the  overloaded  cesspool  tipping  area  at  Reeds  Lane,  Southwater,  will 
also  benefit.  Some  mention  must  be  made  of  the  proposed  aerobic 
digester  which  is  being  constructed  at  Cowfold  and  which  will  be  the 
first  of  three  proposed  plants  which  will  deal  with  the  disposal  of 
cesspool  sewage o  The  application  of  raw  domestic  sewage  to  the  sur¬ 

face  of  land  can  never  be  considered  to  be  anything  but  unsatisfactory 
and  potentially  hazardous,  and  I  look  forward  to  the  chy  when  this 
unhygienic  practice  will  have  ceased 0 

The  following  statistical  information  in  this  report  is  supple¬ 
mented  by  comment  and  explanation  under  the  respective  headings. 

I  am  again  indebted  to  Inspectors  and  clerical  staff  whose  work 
has  enabled  the  Department  to  function  with  efficiency  and  feeling  for 
the  public  it  serves.  I  must  also  thank  my  colleague  chief  officers 
for  their  help  and  co-operation.

The  large  increase  in  unsound  food  dealt  with  is  due  to  the  opening 
of  a  large  food  wholesaler’s  premises  in  the  district  which  accounted 
for  approximately  85%  of  the  total  amount  involved,. 

Here  some  mention,  must  be  made  of  the  storage  of  "pasteurised”  hams 
by  wholesalers  and  their  customers,,  The  label  on  this  particular  pro¬ 
duct  states*  "keep  at  38°F„  -  4q°Fo"  but  it  is  apparent  that  these  hams 
are  being  stored  at  ambient  temperatures,  resulting  quite  often  in 
"blowing" o  Few  firms  seem  to  have  adequate  refrigerated  space  for  the 
storage  of  this  type  of  product  and  it  is  foreseen  that  until  suitable 
temperature  control  is  exercised  from  manufacturer  to  consumer,  these 
problems  and  potential  hazards  will  continue  to  arise „

A  great  deal  of  time  is  spent  on  advising  and  persuading  food  re¬ 
tailers  to  adopt  a  system  of  marking  and  rotating  perishable  foodstuffs 
in  their  own  and  the  public  interest „  Even  the  smaller  retail  shops 

are  tending  to  adopt  self-service  and  are  selling  "convenience"  foods, 
many  of  which  are  highly  perishaDle0  Pressure  from  salesmen,  who  in 
some  cases  promise  to  undertake  rotation  of  perishable  stocks,  gives 
the  shopkeeper  a  false  sense  of  security,,  This  bad  practice  also 
gives  rise  to  considerable  douht  in  the  mind  of  the  Public  Health

Part  3  -  CLEAN  AIR  ACTS,  1936  &  1968 


There  were  15  complaints  of  atmospheric  pollution  during  the  year. 
The  majority  referred  to  the  burning  of  waste  materials  and  one  complaint 
even  dealt  with  the  burning  of  poultry  manure.  It  is  clear  that  many  of 
these  nuisance  conditions  would  not  arise  if  adequate  provision  were  to 
be  made  by  industrialists,  farmers  and  even  householders,  for  the  proper 
disposal  of  waste  products.. 

Here  the  Council  might  again  consider  those  parts  of  the  district 
which  are  still  dependent  upon  a  fortnightly  refuse  collection  service 
and  perhaps  this  could  be  a  timely  reminder  to  review  the  working  party 
report  on  refuse  collection  published  in  1967?  which  states: 

"In  both  urban  and  rural  areas  house  refuse  should  be  collected 
at  least  once  a  week  to  prevent  fly  infestations*. "  (para.  534)

Housing  Surveys  (Sec©  70*  Housing  Act.  1969) 

Housing  and  Environmental  Health  Surveys  were  carried  out  during 
the  year  in  Nuthurst/Maplehurst  and  also  at  the  hamlet  of  Kingsfold. 


So  far  as  Nuthurst  and  Maplehurst  was  concerned,  it  was  ascertained 
that  housing  conditions  were  fairly  good;  there  are  no  earth  or  pail 
closets  in  use  and  only  8  houses  lacked  internal  ft. C.'s.  Drainage  dis¬ 
posal  arrangements,  however,  were  generally  inadequate  and  56  houses  had 
disposal  systems  which  gave  rise  to  nuisance  conditions  at  the  time  of 
the  survey,  and  this  is  a  very  conservative  figure©  Certain  ditches 
and  water-courses  in  the  area  were  found  to  become  grossly  polluted  with 
domestic  sewage  from  time  to  time©  After  receiving  this  report,  the 
Council  accepted  the  need  for  a  scheme  of  main  drainage  covering  the 
area  of  Micklepage  Corner  and  Maplehurst  crossroads © 

The  Kingsfold  survey  produced  similar  results;  housing  standards 
were  generally  good  but  drainage  didposal  problems  produced  nuisance 
conditions  in  certain  ditches  and  water-courses©  Consideration  of  this 
report  produced  a  resolution  from  the  Council  accepting  the  need  for  a 
scheme  of  main  drainage  at  Kingsfold,  but  further  reports  in  respect  of 
Marringdean  koad,  Billingshurst,  and  Brooks  Green  are  awaited  before  any 
further  decision  is  to  be  taken©

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

At  the  time  of  writing  this  report,  the  new  aerobic  digester  at 
Cowfold  is  operational  and  is  treating  sewage  from  one  cesspool  empty¬ 
ing  vehicle  operating  in  the  Cowfold  area®  This  will  ease  conditions 
at  the  Needs  Lane  tipping  site  and  it  is  sincerely  hoped  that  progress 
in  this  direction  by  the  provision  of  similar  treatment  plants  in  other 
parts  of  the  district  will  soon  obviate  the  necessity  to  apply  crude 
sewage  to  the  surface  of  land® 

Main  drainage  schemes  at  Monks  Gate  and  Lyons  Corner,  Slinfold, 
were  completed  during  the  year  and  with  few  exceptions,  properties  in 
those  areas  are  now  connected  to  the  sewers®  Certain  ditches  which 
less  than  a  year  ago  were  grossly  polluted  and  foul-smelling,  have  now 
oxidised  and  are  sweet  again®  The  situation  was  summed  up  quite  ade¬ 
quately  by  one  elderly  resident  who  commented,  "My  dog  goes  in  the  ditch 
now  without  fear  of  a  bath  and  a  beating 2 n 

Proposals  to  sewer  Coolham  are  "on  the  drawing  board"  and  reference 
to  Nuthurst/Maplehurst  and  Kings fold  has  been  made  in  the  Housing  section 
of  this  report®  One  can  only  hope  that  the  rate  of  progress  in  provid¬ 
ing  main  drainage  throughout  the  district  will  not  diminish  in  any  way 
despite  the  impending  formation  of  an  R®W®A°  who  seem  likely  to  take  over 
this  duty  in  April  1974®

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

The  Rural  District  consists  of  13  parishes  and  of  these  only  7 
have  a  main  drainage  system 0  The  remaining  6  parishes  are  Barlavington, 
Bignor,  Bury,  Duncton,  Stopham  and  Sutton  and  although  there  is  a  scheme 
proposed  for  Bury,  Bignor  and  Sutton,  at  present  there  is  nothing  planned 
for  the  other  three  parishes »  The  fact  that  a  parish  has  main  drainage 
means  only  that  the  main  village  in  the  parish  is  the  one  which  benefits 
and  the  more  outlying  properties  are  still  committed  to  having  cesspool 
drainage  ° 

At  the  end  of  1971?  the  Tripp  Hill  main  drainage  extension  at 
Fittleworth  was  commenced  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  work  was  proceeding 
satisfactorily «  The  drain  is  for  one  year,  and  it  is  not  likely  that 
sewerage  from  Tripp  Hill  will  enter  the  public  sewer  until  late  1972o 

As  reported  in  the  Annual  Report  for  1970,  the  main  drainage  scheme 
for  Bury  and  the  adjoining  villages  of  Westburion,  Bignor  and  Sutton, 
were  the  subject  of  an  investigation  by  the  Ministry  Inspectors  and 
following  this,  it  was  agreed  that  the  Bury  village  should  be  sewered 
and  the  other  villages  at  some  future  date©  The  matter  of  extending 
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Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  (Continued) 

the  main  drainage  at  Bury*  towards  Bury  Common  was  the  subject  of  a 
special  report  to  the  Council,  in  May  1971°  The  Report  which  was 
accepted  by  the  Council*  showed  that  it  was  possible,  especially  in 
view  of  the  road  improvement  works  on  the  A«29  at  Bury*  to  provide 
main  drainage  to  the  Bury  Common  area.  As  this  has  been  expected, 
it  has  now  been  incorporated  in  the  main  scheme,  thus  ensuring  that 
all  the  houses  within  the  Bury  Village  area  will  be  drained  to  the 
main,  sewer  *  At  the  end  of  1971 »  no  progress  has  been  made  to  start 
work  on  the  scheme. 

The  rate  of  connection  of  properties  to  the  sewers  at  Loxwood* 
Plaistow,  Ifold  and  Kirdford,  has  again  decreased  during  the  year 
and  as  reported  in  1970,  there  are  still  a  few  people  who  consider 
that  it  is  cheaper  for  them  to  pay  for  their  cesspool  or  septic  tank 
to  be  emptied*  than  it  is  to  be  connected  to  the  main  sewer.  As 
mentioned  in  the  reports,  it  seems  strange  that  when  a  way  is  avail¬ 
able*  people  still  do  not  wish  to  avail  themselves  of  the  opportunity 
of  removing  an  offensive  amount  of  liquid  from  their  own  land  and 
allow  the  local  authority  to  treat  at  their  own  sewerage  disposal 
works  o 


Cesspools 

Cesspools  within  the  Rural  District  are  emptied  by  the  firm  of 
Cleansing  Service  (Southern  Counties)  Limited*  who  have  contracted 
with  this  Council  to  remove  the  contents  of  cesspools  that  are  within 
the  district.  There  is  of  necessity  a  short  time-lag  between  giving 
of  orders  and  the  carrying  out  of  work®  Within  the  past  year  the 
backlog  of  work  which  had  built  up  .has  been  reduced  to  reasonable 
proportions;  it  is  very  seldom  that  persons  have  to  wait  for  a  great 
length  of  time  before  having  their  cesspools  attended  to. 

The  Rural  District  has  1,165  properties  which  require  regular 
emptyings  of  cesspool  and  during  the  year  a  total  of  4*050  loads  were 
removed.  There  are,  however,  quite  a  few  drainage  units  in  the  dis¬ 
trict  that  do  not  have  regular  emptyings*  since  they  are  in  relatively 
isolated  positions  and  the  drainage  is  on  to  private  land. 


Housing  Act 

Housing  is  always  a  popular  subject,  since  it  is  a  factor  which 
is  shared  by  all  people  and,  therefore*  we  usually  try  to  get  the 
best  accommodation  we  can  for  ourselves.  Unfortunately,  there  are 
a  few  properties  of  substandard  houses  in  the  district  and,  despite 
the  Housing  Act  1969  and  the  offer  of  higher  grants  for  improvements 
on  properties,  there  still  seems  to  be  a  lack  of  interest  in  the 
quarters  where  it  is  most  needed. 

The  Government,  from  time  to  time,  urges  Local  Authorities  to 
look  at  their  housing  progress,  especially  with  regard. to  slums  and 
other  unfit  housing.  The  suggestion  of  a  routine  inspection  for 
every  house  within  the  district  once  in  five  years  would  be  an  ideal, 
but  it  is  one  which  cannot  be  carried  out  with  only  one  Inspector. 
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Housing  Act  (Continued) 

The  new  Housing  Act  has  brought  closer  the  question  of  repairs 
to  existing  property,  and  I  can  see  that  with  a  high  cost  entailed 
in  the  provision  of  new  Council  houses,  it  would  be  an  economic 
proposition  to  bring  older  houses  up  to  present  day  standards  with 
the  provision  of  modern  amenities <> 

The  Council  in  1971 »  made  closing  orders  on  Thompson  Hospital 
in  North  Street,  Petworth,  a  property  which  has  been  the  subject  of 
such  discussion  in  years  gone  by,  and  out  of  the  14  units  of  accom¬ 
modation  at  the  end  of  1971  >  only  one  unit  was  being  occupied,.

Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949 

One  full-time  operator  is  employed  in  the  department  to  deal  with 
complaints  of  rodent  infestation  within  the  rural  district.  He  is 
supplied  with  a  van  and  the  necessary  equipment  to  carry  out  all  types 
of  work,;  where  treatments  are  carried  out  on  domestic  premises  these 
are  free  of  charge,  but,  where  treatments  are  carried  out  on  business 
premises,  a  charge  is  made  based  on  time  and  materials.  Often  treat¬ 
ments  carried  out  include  farm  surveys  and  control  work.

Visits  are  made  to  places  of  public  resort  such  as  lay-bys,  and 
again  as  reported  in  1970  these  areas  are  continually  being  strewn  with 
rubbish  and  discarded  food  which  attracts  rats«  It  seems  to  be  that 
when  more  people  have  more  time  on  their  hands  for  leisure  then  they 
inevitably  move  towards  popular  areas  such  as  the  countryside  and  empty 
their  rubbish,  either  in  the  nearest  lay-by  or  over  the  hedge  into  a 
farmer's  fieldo  It  has  been  necessary  during  the  year  to  make  8l 
visits  to  these  types  of  areas  in  order  to  control  the  rats  to  be 
found  there o 

The  Council  sewage  works  received  routine  visits  and  in  all  59 
visits  were  made. 

The  control  of  rats  at  the  Council's  refuse  tip,  which  is  situated 
behind  the  Cottage  Hospital,  Petworth,  has  continued  during  the  year 
and  there  has  been  no  cause  for  complaint  from  this  area. 

The  total  number  of  visits  carried  out  to  all  premises  by  the 
rodent  operator  during  the  year  was  1,751°

Miscellaneous  Legislation

There  are  five  animal  boarding  establishments  witnin  the  rural 
district.  Although  these  premises  were  visited  during  the  year 
there  were  no  contraventions  of  the  Act  found.

The  Petworth  Pural  District  Council  are  Members  of  the  Association 
for  Petroleum  Acts  administration  and  as  Petroleum  Officer  to  this 
Council  I  represent  them  at  all  meetings  of  the  South  Eastern  branch. 

All  licences  issued  during  1971  were  based  on  the  new  Home  Office 
Codes. 

There  are  19  private  installations  and  l8  public  filling  stations 
making  a  total  of  57  premises  licensed  to  store  petroleum  spirit. 

Clean  Air  Act,  1956-1968 

During  the  year  51  notifications  were  received  under  Section  5  for 
the  installation  of  boilers  for  all  furnaces  exceeding  55*000  B.T.U.'s 
per  hour. 

This  district  has  no  large  industrial  concerns  and  therefore  is 
comparatively  free  of  atmospheric  pollution.  However,  some  complaints 
are  received  of  nuisance  from  household  oil-fired  boilers  with  regard 
to  smell  and  this  was  found  to  be  due  to  malfunction  of  the  equipment 
possibly  due  to  lack  of  maintenance.

Infestation  Control 


The  .Rodent  Operator  makes  regular  visits  to  Council  properties, 
such  as  the  Refuse  Tip  and  Sewage  Works,  to  ensure  that  nuisance  from 
flies  etc.  are  kept  to  a  minimum  and  also,  due  to  the  untidy  habits 
of  people  picnicking  or  travelling  through  the  district,  it  is  nec¬ 
essary  to  keep  a  watchful  eye  for  accumulations of  rubbish  which  give 
rise  to  the  infestation  of  flies  especially  at  lay-bys  on  main  roads. 

The  amount  of  time  which  the  Rodent  Operator  has  available  after 
carrying  out  his  normal  work  under  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests 
Act,  precludes  him  from  engaging  any  re-chargeable  work  for  private 
individuals  and  persons  are  encouraged  to  take  their  own  action  with 
regard  to  normal  household  infestations  since  there  are  on  the  market 
convenient  preparations  for  dealing  with  such  problems. 

During  the  year  the  Council  agreed  that  the  problem  of  wasps 
could  still  be  dealt  with  by  the  department  and  that  no  charge  should 
be  made  for  this  service.
